Tobin Asks 
Higher Pay 
For Jobless 


Washington, Dec. 13—(AP) 
Secretary of Labor Tobin today 
renewed his plea for Congress 
to set up a national jobless in- 
surance program which would 
ossure 
larger 
benefits 
than 
those now paid by the states. 


Tobin said the present un- 
employment c o m p e n s a t i o n 
system is "far from adequate" 
because it does not cover work- 
ers or provide sufficient help 
to those laid off. 


"Despite Increases in benefits In 
many states," he said, "there inceas- 
es have not ept pace with wage in- 
creases." 
Testifies Before Joint Group 


He expressed these views In testi- 
mony to a Senate-House economic 
subcommittee which is studying var- 
ious proposals for assisting people in 
» the low income group. 


The labor secretary told the law- 
makers he thinks it is "desirable" 
for congress to write federal stand- 
ards to require the states to pay in- 
crease minimum benefits for at 
least 26 weeks. Also he advocated 
additional allowances for dependents 
of the jobless workers. 


The various states now pay out 
the compensation which generally is 
financed by a special tax on em- 
ployers. In a few states, the workers 
also contribute to the insurance pro- 
gram. About 33,000,000 workers are 
covered, with 
benefits averaging 
about $20 a week. 
Minimum Benefits $25 


Tobin previously had urged that 
the unemployment aid be set yp on 
a uniform, nationwide basis, with 
minimum benefits of $25 weekly. 


The labor secretary also urged a 
broad expansion of the federal old 
age and survivor insurance system. 
He told the committee he also 
would like to see an approach made 
to a $10 a month pension for workers 
covered by social security, and a 
gradual Increase In the minimum 
wage to $1 an hour. 


He viewad private industrial pen- 
sion planv such as recently negoti- 
ated by the CIO steelworkers, as a 
supplement to, rather than a sub- 
stitute for, what he called a "real- 
istic" government pension program. 


Tobin said other ways congress 
could help raise living standards of 
the low income people would be to 
approve the administration's "fair 
deal" program, particularly those 
sections dealing with health insur- 
ance and "limitations on civil liber- 
ties."

Subzero Cold Wave 
Keeps Stubborn 
Crip On Midwest

A subzero cold wave kept a sub- 
born grip on the North Central part 
of the country Tuesday. The frigid 
air mass spread deep into the South- 
land. 


Freezing weather extended from 
Tennessee to California. It caused 
extensive loss to truck crops in Cali- 
fornia's Imperial valley. 


A two day cold snap in California 
caused heavy damage to tomatoes, 
squash, peas and possibly some cit- 
rus. However, temperatures moder- 
ated during the day. 


Growers in San Fernando valley 
nurseries reported a loss of approxi- 
mately $35,000 to budding plants. 
The midwinter pea crop in Imperial 
valley may be a complete loss, grow- 
ers said. 


Low temperature readings in the 
Northern sections included Glasgow, 
Mont., -24; Milford, Utah, -16; Dick 
inson, NX)., -15, and Duluth, Minn. 
-9. Continued cold was forecast.

Hopes For Girl 
Lost In Forest 


Kelso, Wash., Dec. 13—(JP)—Once- 
weary searchers pressed forward 
eagerly late today in the hope they 
had at last found the trail of 16- 
year-old Ruth Aberle, lost in the 
southwestern Washington wilderness 
two days. 


They chanced across small, wan- 
dering footprints in a thicketed 
area about eight miles northeast of 
here. 
Woodsmen said the tracks 
were only four to six hours old. 


The tracks were of a faltering per- 
son who stumbled over logs and 
through the heavy, wet underbrush 
into a marshy area and then out 
again to firmer ground. 


Despite two nights of bitter cold, 
a thin cover of snow was melting. 
Trackers repeatedly had to stop in 
agonizing search to pick up the 
trail again. Progress was slow. 


If the tracks were those of the 
lost girl scout, she had unaccount- 
ably done what Woodsmen said was 
impossible for her — survived two 
miserable nights in the jungle-like 
Washington forest. 


(This observer gave this account 
"Kostov, looking tired but in good 
health and extremely calm, got up. 
My Bulgarian is not very good, but 
I heard him begin to say, 'I have 
never x x x.' When the commotion 
began in the courtroom, and the pre- 
siding judge began to interrupt, the 
militiamen on either side of Kostov 
tugged at his coattails until he fin- 
ally sat down.

Chicago, Dec. 13~-fi<P>—Eric John- 
ston, president of the Motion Pic-

Census Bureau Is 
Sticking To Plans 
On Income Querry 


Washington, Dec. 13 —(JP)— The 
census bureau is sticking by its de- 
cision to question Americans about 
their income, although some con- 
gressmen have denounced the plan 
as an unwarranted invasion of priv- 
acy. 


However, anybody who doesn't 
want to disclose directly to the cen- 
sus enumerator how much money he 
makes will have the privilege of 
mailing the information to the cen- 
sus bureau on a special form. 


The income question will be posed 
to every fifth household when the 
census takers make their rounds 
next year. Those whose incomes are 
more than $10,000 may simply ans- 
wer "over $10,000." More specific in- 
formation will be required from 
those with less than $10,000. 


Acting census director Philip M. 
Hauser emphasized in a statement 
today that the income data will be 
kept confidential. He said he be- 
lieves the people in general will 
give the information freely. Tests 
have been made of the income ques- 
tion in several states in 1948 and 
this year, and Hauser said that in 
all cases public cooperation was ex- 
cellent.

Whenever frostbite occurs thawing 
should be gradual in cool air or cold 
water. The practice of trying to rub 
snow over the frostbitten part is dan 
gerous. Nothing warmer than the 
heat of the body should evef be 
tried, and a person who has been 
recently frostbitten should not go 
near a fire or into a fully heated 
room until the circulation has been 
thoroughly restored. 


Prevention of injury from cold is 
worth any amount of 
treatment. 
Attention to clothing is important 
and those who cannot avoid expos- 
ure to dangerous cold air or water 
should try to arrangé for frequent 
rests under shelter.
